Chief Justice Earl Warren,

Klan Leader 
on Trial in 
Contempt 


WASHINGTO N 
(AP)-The 


government 
brings 
Ku Klux 


Klan leader Robert M. Shelton 
to trial in U.S. District Court 
here today in the first round of 
an attempt to convict seven 
Klan leaders on contempt of 
Congress charges. 


Chief U.S. Dist. Judge Mat- 


thew F. McGuire was to desig- 
nate a trial judge for the trial 
of Shelton, named by the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities as imperial wizard of 
the United Klans of America. 


If convicted, he faces a fine of 


between $100 and $1,000 and a 
prison sentence of from one 
month to one year. 


Lester V. Chalmers, Shelton's 


attorney, declined to say in ad- 
vance whether he would ask for 
a delay in the trial. 


The Shelton trial, which is 


expected to be short, is likely to 
serve as a test case for the trial 
of the six other Klan leaders 
scheduled this fall. All wer cit- 
ed for contempt by the House 
Feb. 2 and indicted a day later 
by a federal grand jury.

could be paid by medicare. 


But no one agrees on how. 


large an increase there will be 
— and as yet hard evidence, 
such as room and bed reserva- 
tions, is lacking to back up the 
predictions. 


More than 19 million elderly 


Americans are ready to take 
advantage of medicare. 


July 1 brines onlv the first of 


two medicare deadlines. On that 
day hospital insurance begins 
for all who have signed up, and 
optional medical insurance be- 
comes effective for those who 
decided to pay the $36 a year it 
will cost. So far 17.2 million or 
90 per cent of those eligible 
have signed up for the doctor- 
bill, medical-service insurance. 


The second medicare deadline 


comes Jan. 1, 1967, when nur- 
sing home benefits begin. 


The immediate problem is 


July 1. Have people saved up 
their ills to be treated under 
medicare? Will there be enough 
hospital beds to hold them? If 
there aren't, who gets priority? 


President Johnson received a 


report from the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare 
which will operate medicare, 
and that report cited what will 
be local shortages in hospital 
beds and facilities. 


It is not expected, the depart- 


ment said, that hospital loads 
would be increased more than 
some 5 per cent over the nation 


".However, there is already 


overcrowding of hospital facil- 
ities in some areas, and some oC 
the best hospitals in certain 
parts of the country are over- 
crowded even though other fa- 
cilities in the same area are 
not."

Of course this play did in- 


crease South's general popu- 
larity. Both opponents were 
delighted. 


South was indignant. His 


ire was directed against the 
blind goddess of chance. Who 
else but poor South did she 
punish that way? Who else 
would find all three trumps 
in one hand and all seven 
clubs in the other? The odds 
against that particular bad 
break would have to be at 
least a million to one. 


The odds are nothing like 


that. When you miss seven 
of a suit you will run into a 
7-0 break about once in 200 
times. A suit breaks 3-0 about 
22 times in a hundred. When 
you make further allowance 
for the extra probability that 
if one man holds all seven 
clubs the other is very likely 
to be long in spades, you get 
a compourid probability of 
less than one in a thousand. 


Anyway, South had no rea- 


son to blame Lady Luck for 
his misfortune. Once the ace 
of diamonds held, he could 
ruff a diamond with the jack 
of trumps; lead a trump to 
his ten; ruff another diamond 
with the queen; draw trumps 
and score the grand slam.

Cross-Eyed Children 
Need Early Treatment

Every baby who looks in 


two directions at once is not 
cross-eyed. It takes a child 
about six months to learn to 
focus on an object with both 
eyes. If this habit has not 
been formed by that time he 
will probably need help and 
the sooner.it is given the bet- 
ter the end result. 


When both eyes do not 


focus on a single point, the 
brain receives two images. 
Since we are not birds, for 
whom this type of vision is 
normal, we tend to ignore one 
image and concentrate on the 
other. 
T h i s weakens the 


ability to see of the eye with 
the ignored image. 


When this condition is al- 


lowed to p r o g r e s s until a 
child is 6, the chances of sav- 
ing the sight in the weak eye 
are poor and yet this type 
of p r e v e n t a b l e one-sided 
blindness is still all too com- 
mon. Here are some of the 
things to watch for in your 
preschool child: persistent 
tilting of the head to one 
side, frowning or squinting, 
rubbing the eyes, shutting or 
covering one eye, holding pic- 
ture book too close, persistent 
blinking, unusual eye move- 
ments, stumbling over low ob- 
jects, avoidance of light and 
redness or watering of the 
eyes. 


A simple test for crossed 


eyes is to have your child look 
vou in the eye, then quickly 


cover one eye. If the other 
eye shifts to focus on you the 
child is'cr'ess-eyed. If it does 
not shift this may be the 
dominant eye so repeat the 
maneuver covering the eye 
not previously covered. If the 
degree of crossing is so mild 
you can detect it only by this 
test there is a good chance 
that it can be corrected with- 
out an operation. 


Your eye doctor can block 


the vision in the good eye for 
a week or two at a time to 
strengthen the vision in the 
weaker eye. This type of 
treatment may have to be 
continued for five or six 
months, but if the weakness 
has not been corrected after 
six months t h i s treatment 
should be abandoned. Surgery 
may or may not t h e n be 
required. 


The important thing to re- 


member is that a 6-month-old 
child is not too young to have 
an examination for crossed 
eyes. In any case it should 
be done before he is 3 years 
old and the e x a m i n a t i o n 
should be repeated every year 
until he starts school. 


Q—Is it harmful for a 


child of preschool age to 
drink chocolate milk instead 
of whole milk? 


A—Since such a child is 


likely t > - i. too much sugar 
and not e n o u g h fat, whole 
milk'would be better for him.
